Panis, June 19.—Gambetta, at a meeting of 
Senators and Deputies to discuss the amnesty 
question, said: Inthe provinces as in Paris 
public opinion has accepted amnesty as nec- 
essary. The Conservative and Republican 
papers of Paris are almost all pronounced for 
amnesty. The Republican organs in the 
provinces also unanimously favorit. Four 
thousand amnestied persons are now in Par- 
is, and their quiet has refuted 
fears expressed regarding the maintenance of 
order. Why shrink from amnestying a few 
prisoners? The government could be sure of 
three hundred and twenty adherents in the 
Chamber of Deputies. In this state of things 
it would be incomprehensible for the Senate 
to impede the measure. 

AN AMNESTY BILL. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day Premier 
De Freycinetfintroduced a biil for plenary am- 
nesty to all political offenders.

England, 

LoN DON, June 19.—The Home Rulers have 
resolved to oppore progress on the bill for the 
relief of Irish distress until the Government 
introduces a bill founded on the principle of 
a new clause tobe proposed bythe Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, enlarging the powers 
of the local boards for awarding a compensa- 
tion to occupiers of land. 

LOCAL OPTION, 

The passage inthe House of Commons of 
the local option resolution giving inhabit- 
ants ofany district the right of determining 
whether licenses to public houses shall be 
renewed or not will oblige the Government to 
introduce a bill regulating liquor licenses. 

THE IRISH LAND BILL, 

The second reading of the Irish land bill in 
the House of Commons is fixed for the 22d 
inst. The bill provides that until the 3lst of 
December, 1881, ejectments for non-pay- 
ment of rent incertain scheduled distri :ts 
where distress is prevailing shall 
de deemed disturbance of the tenant and land- 
lord laws within the meaning of the land- 
lord and tenant act of 1870, and the tenant 
shall be entitled to compensation in the dis- 
cretion of the Judge of the County Court 
if non-payment of rent is caused 
by prevailing distress and the tenant is will- 
ing tocontinue in occupation upon reasona- 
ble terms as to rent, arrears of rent and other- 
wise, suchterms are unreasonably refused 
by the landlord. The bill meets determined 
opposition from the Conservatives, who de- 
nounce it as confiscation. The newspapers 
oppose the bill unqualifiedly. 

BURLESQUE BILLS. 

In the House of Commons last night Lord 
Kleho (Liberal) gave notice he would intro- 
duce two bills intended as a burlesque on the 
Irish relief bill—one empowering the Prime 
Minister or Home Secretary to fix and remit 
rents, prescribe a mode of cultivation accord- 
ing to the wishes of the tenant, regulate the 
price of agricultural implements and artificial 
measures, and the other empowering the 
Minister or Home Secretary to fix the rate of 
interest on borrowed money and give borrow- 
ers 3 fixity of loans. All private contracts on 
these matters to be unll and void. The 
Speaker declined to allow notice of the bills 
to go upon paper, but they illustrate the view 
that British property-holders take of the Irish 
bill.

Ill. Have not he and the people by whom he 
was elected been defrauded of the rightiui con- 
stitutional possession of thatoftice by u con- 
spiracy concocted and cousummated under the 
forms of alawcerstituting a so-culled Elec- 
toral Commission? 

Answer—Lue conspiracv under which the 
people were detrauded and Mr. Tilden was de. 
prived of the office to wnich he was elected 
succeeded only becuuse of the weakness and 
cowardice exhibited by Mr. Tilden after his 
election. Tie scheme cf an Electoral Oomumis- 
sion was resorted to withoutja word of onposi- 
tion from Mr. Tilden, and, as shown by the 
Hon. A. S. Hewitt, with his full knowledge and 
consent. Why he agreed to this game of 
chance was Clearly wanifested in the cipher 
dispatch investigation, where the crookednes; 
of Southern Returning Boards wus puraileted 
with an attempt at political bribery of a mag- 
nitude before unknown to the history of the 
country. 

Iv. Hus not the House of Representatives de- 
nounced the fraud, and put on record t 'e tact 
that Samuel J. Tilden is the constitutio ally 
elected Chiet Magistrate of the Republic?

The Buzzing of the Small Politician. 
From Yesterday’s Cincinnati Commercial. | 

There were a number of arrivals of promin- 
ent politicians ard delegates at the hotels yes- 
terday, and the great Democratic battle royal 
was opened with picket-firing along the whole 
line. All the booms for the several candidates 
are represented by active men, and the ear- 
chawing and confidential conversations ne- 
cessary to make a President have been bravely 
begun. Strange as it may seem, nobody knew 
anything more in the evening than in the 
morning—that is, nobody but tne newspaper 
men; and the most discouraged lot of states- 
men last night were those who have been here 
for several days waiting for somebody to come 
and tell them something they already knew. 

Yesterday noon a number of prominent Til- 
den men arrived at the Grand. They were 
headed by Peter B. Olney, one of the bosses 
of Sammy’s barrel; Wm. C. Whitney, Cor- 
poration Counsel of New York City, a brother- 
in-law of Hon. Henry B. Paine and the 
guardian of the latter’s interest in Tilden’s 
political will; James O’Brien, ex-Sheriff and 
Congressman, and other mackerel and small 
fry. Most of them wore white hats and felt 
shoes, and they looked around mysteriously 
and moved sadly and softly, as if they had a 
political corpse hid away among them. 

Mr. Whitney is a courteous young gentle- 
man, evidently as keen as arazor blade and 
as close as a sea ovster. On being approach- 
ed he said that his candidate was Samuel J. 
Tilden first, last and all thetime. Being the 
first arrivals from New York, there was much 
anxiety to learn what they knew. Col. Har- 
ris, Major Ben Robinson and other prominent 
local statesmen were among the first callers. 
Gen. Bumblebee Banning came rushing on 
the scene puffing like a narrow gauge going 
pay fe He soon had Whitney anchored in 
a big plush chair behind a pillur and was evi- 
dently telling the son-in-law how he and Ben 
n had fixed up things for his father - 
In- aw. 

Peter B. Olnev said in a private conversa- 
tion that Mr. Tilden would make known his 
intentions as to his candidacy at the proper 
time. These first-comers have evidently been 
instructed to keep still. Mr. Barnum, Mr. 
Tilden’s mule-driver, has unexpectedly been 
detamed in New York, and will not arrive here 
until to- night or to-morrow. He will bring 
with him sealed orders from Gramercy Park, 
which will be broken, and the Tildea enthu- 
siasm will be turned loose or sealed in ever- 
lasting silence. 

Later in the day there were a number of 
other prominent arrivals, and the porters car- 
ried in und stacked up atthe Grand a couple 
of cords of cots, while the carpenters cheered 
the hearts of the politicians by hammering an 
addition of about fifty feet to the bar. It is 
safe to Say thata mile of new counter has 
been sdded tothe bars, andthe barkeepers 
ere evidently determined that no Democrat 
shalt go thirsty, if they can help it. 

THE FIRST ARRIVAL AT THE BURNET. 

The first delegate arrived at the Barnet yes- 
terday afternoon amidst the wildest excite- 
ment. It was Gen. Spinola, » Tammany 
Statesman from New York. Although the 
General has a Spanish name, his face is a 
sweet reminder of the Emerald Isle. The 
General wis loaded with a great deal of collar 
and avery little baggage. He wasjescorted to 
the elevator by most of the proprietors, 


clerks and porters. The conductor of 
the elevator ul.ed the string, but 
the thing would not go. After a con- 


sultation the General was persuaded to let 
his collar go up on the freight elevator and the 
excitement subsided, until Al. Corre tele- 
phoned for all the reporters in town. Two 
Commercial men rushed down to tbe Burnet 
to see the body of the murdered man, and 
were soothed by being permitted to look over 
the register, and gaze on the beautiful fist of 
the first statesman who arrived. 

In this connection it will doto remark that 
there are more newspaper men here than 
oliticians. There are hardly enough of the 
atter to make one apiece for the other fel- 
lows, and as many as seven pencil-pushers 
were waiting to take turns at interviewing 
one man. 


Tilden in the Fight. 
Cineinnati Special to the New Work Tribune. 


There seems to be no longer any doubt that 
Mr. Tilden will be an active candidate before 
the National Democratic Convention. A gen- 
tleman arrived bere to-day, who is in the con- 
fidence of the Tilden managers and who says 
that the New York delegation will present 
Tilden’s name to the Convention, doing so in 
dead earnest, and with the determination that 
he shail receive the nomination. This decis- 
ion has been arrived +3 is said, in the coun- 
cils hela at Mr. den’s house in New 
York during the past ten days. 

The well-informed Tilden men scout the 
idea of Seymour’s nomination. They say 
that Gov. Seymour is sincere in his deterait- 
nation not to be a candidate. The motto of 
the Anti-Tilden men is already ‘*Anybddy 
but Tilden,“ and so far as the feeling can be 
judged from the expressions of the small 
number of delegates who have arrived thus 
far, there is a much stronger desire to defeat 
bim on the ground that he has ceased to de 
available than there is to nominate any other 
candidate in particular. 

It is stated that Judge Hoadley, of Obio, 
will probably be recommended to the Nation— 
all Committee for temporary chairman of the 
convention, and that ex-Senator G. W. Ste- 
venson, of Kentucky, will probably be perma- 
neut chairman.

Bolton Rowe. The Spectre Knight“ tells 
the story of an exiled Duke who for years 
keeps up the semblance of his former great- 
ness, With a court of half a dozen persons 
and no money at all, and whose prettv 


daughter is wooed and won by a 
young gentleman in _ the _ guise of 
a spectre knight. The lover also 


proves the deliverer of the family, restores 
the Duke to his pristine glory, and teaches 
him within a few minutes the almost forgot- 
ten joys of real wine. The fun is of the ex- 
travagant, but not too preposterous, sort, 
and there are touches in it which deserve to 
be called delicious. Such are the spectral 
Knight’s use of a copy of his epitaph fora vis- 
iting card,and the Duke’s mode for simulating 
varieties of wine with bottles of water. The 
Knight’s chief song is particularly good, the 
following stanza revealing its quality: 


I conduct myself now Iam dead 

In the morai way that I was bred. 

I never flirt, though there are hosts 

Of exceedingly naughty female ghosts. 
There's a needy ghost I always pay 

To clean ny armor every day; 

And I walk at night in hauntless lanes 
To get a shower-bath when it rains. 


But the music is decidedly above the text. 
It is never in the heroic vein, and it never 
reaches very far into the sentimental, but it is 
full of mirth and melody, and is often decid- 
edly original. The first quarter of an hour of 
the piece furnishes its only dull moments; af- 
ter that the fun comes thick and fast, and one 
clever musical number follows another with 
breathless speed. Among many of these 
good things the jiggy drinking chorus and the 
‘*Tu-wit tu-whoo’’ quartette deserve special 
mention. In the latter number Mr. Cellier 
shows—as, indeed. he does in much of the 
music—a remarkable humorous power im his 
orchestration, the violoncello, double bass and 
bassoom being used with true comic effect, yet 
without foolish grotesqueness. 

The second ‘operetta requires the services of 
Miss Burton as Susan, the charming daugit- 
er of Bumpus, the beadle of St. Swithin’s; 
Mme. Beauman as Mrs. Bumpus, a terma- 
gant of a fishwoman; Mr. Courtney, as a 
traveling photographer, in love with Susaa; 
Mr. Herbert as Bumpus, the beadie, whose 
continuance in office depends upon the fulfill- 
ing of two or three odd conditions; and Mr. 
Bell as Joe, the son of Bumpus. 

Both opperettas have been unanimously en- 
dorsed by the press.

SINGULAR EPIDEMIC, 


Bad Atmosphere in a Massachusetts 
Town. 
North Adams (Mass.) Specialto N. . Sun, 17th.] 


A most unprecedented state of things now 
exists at Adams, in the northern part of 
Berkshire county. Out of a population of 
about 4,000 fully one-third are prostrated 
with a severe attack of a disease which closely 
resembles cholera morbus. About 10 o’clock 
last night persons began to be attacked with 
violent purging and vomiting. Whole fami- 
lies were prostrated, and scarcely a family es- 
caped without one or more of its members 
being taken down. Three of the doctors in 
the place were soon running hither aad 
thither, trying to answer the hundreds of 
calls, and the other doctor lay groaning in 
bed with the prevailing disease. The whole 
town was aroused. 

The alarm spread from house to house with 
the advance of the epidemic, and the doctors 
were nearly as frantic as the people. Asa 
general thing the patient would feel at first a 
sort of dizziness, lasting for several minutes, 
which would be followed by a deathly sick- 
ness and rapid vomiting. Terrible griping 
pains succeeded the vomiting, fairly doubling 
the patient up with the agony. Then would 
come violent purging, which, as a rule, lasted 
for several hours. Some cases were exceed- 
ingly severe. A numberofmen, becoming 
crazy with the pain, did and said all sorts of 
foolish things. One of the worst cases was 
the local express agent, who, after the first 
violent contortions and writhings were over, 
insisted on — to his office to express his 
legs to Pittsfield. The disease attacked prin- 
eipally women and children, though strong 
men were frequently prostrated. Among the 
men attacked were James Renfrew, the man- 
ufacturer, and T. A. Mole, treasurer ofthe 
L. L. Brown Paper Company. Toward morn- 
ing the epidemic began to lose its violence, 

dthe sufferers were generally relieved. 
The cases which broke out this morning and 
afternoon are less severe than those of last 
night, though they are all painful. 

No deaths occurred, but scores are left ina 
weak and helpless condition. ‘To-day the 
factories have been running with weakened 
force, and the stores are without their usual 
number of clerks. The most of those who 
were attacked last night were out this after- 
noon, but feeling very weak and nervous. No 
fata] results are anticipated, though the doc- 
tors are utterly at sea as to the cause of the 
disease. They say they never saw anything 
like it before. At first it was feared that the 
town’s suppiy of water had been poisoned, 
and {Were are those who still adhere to that 
theory, but this does not seem probable. This 
evening the Sun reporter talked with the doc- 
tors, and they agree that the trouble must 
have been caused by some atmosphericinflu- 
ence of which they are ignorant. About 8:30 
last evening there was a beavy rain, and after- 
ward the ur grew suddenly and intensely 
cold. Dr. Burton says he noticed, about 
10 o’clock, a * damp, earthy feeling in 
the air, like that which hangs about a cellar 
long unopened, and detected the same condi- 
tion of the atmosphere on several streets dur- 
ing the night as he hurried from place to 
place. To- night intelligence comes from Sa- 
voy and other mountain towns abont eight or 
twelve miles distant that the people are simi- 
larly «ffected. This shows conclusively that it 
is not the water. Indeed, over seventy-five of 
the suflerers were not in the habit of using 
the reservoir water. 

The doctors ceased their calls only at 8 
o’clock to-night, being thoroughly tired out. 
They say all danger is past, unless there 
should be a recurrance of the atmospheric 
conditions which brought it on, and the town 
is getting overits fearand laughing at the 
queer experienee. It is strange that North 
Adams, six miles away, and in the same yal- 
ley with Adams, was not affected in the 
slightest. Adams has been in the pasta re- 
markably healthy town, free from epidemics 
of all sorts. It is located at the foot of Grey- 
lock Mountain, the highest point of land in 
the State, and was never thought before to be 
situated favorabiy for receiving the bad ef- 
fec:s of sudden changes in the weather. They 
ure a lugubrious-looking people whe inhabit 
the town to-night, weak, pale-faced, and 
hollow-eyed, but they have got over their 
terror. 


CAPTAIN Saus SHOW. 


The Gorgeous Ballet Performed by His 
Braves aiter the Piute Fashion. 
From the Virginia (Nev.) Chronicle. | 


Captain Sam, chief of the Piutes, has made 
his debut as san impresario in a plug hat. 
The enterpiising Sachem conceived the idea 
of exhibiting his dusky subjects to the admir? 
ing gaze of the whites in the very unsugyes- 
tive evolutions of the Piute can-can. Sam 
was not able to secure a hall, and was there- 
fore obliged to give the performance on the 
street, trusting to the generosity of the pub- 
lic for his profit. At about 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon sixteen red-legged brunettes ap- 
peared before the International Hotel and 
formed in a semi-circle to perform the war- 
dance. There were two Piute leaders of the 
ballet and fourteen coryphees, the orchestra 
consisting of two bucks beating time with 
sticks. The costumes of the dancers 
consisted mainly of paint effectively set off 
by breech-clouts, in which they imitated the 
civilized stage favorites very closely, showing 
that the influences of civilization have not 
been utterly wasted upon the simple child of 
the sage-brush. Considerable taste and vari- 
ety were displayed in the 8 of the 
troupe. One cadaverous savage had laid a 
ground-work of ghastly yellow on his face 
and set it off with horizontal bars of white and 
yreen, giving an expression of perfect repose 
to his features. One of the end men was 
gergeously arrayed in aplume of rooster’s 
feathers, and had carefully indicated his ribs 
and shoulder-blades with streaks of white 
paints. Butthe greatest care and artistic 
skill was lavished upon the adornment 
of the dancers’ legs, in which again the influ- 
ence of civilization can be tra by the stu- 
dent of sociology. Red or yellow ground- 
work with white polka-dots appeared to be 
the favorite style, though some varied the 
monotony with green stripes. The Piute 
war dance has the merit of simplicity. The 
dancers stamp their feet upon the ground al- 
ternately and chant a droning song, 
while the leader makes a flimsy pretense of 
playing upon some imaginary musical instru- 
ment, the absence of which is appreciated by 
the audience. Captain Sam appeared yester- 
day inaplug-hat, his every-day felt being 
made useful as a contribution box. His face 
was less gorgeously ornamented than the 
faces of his troupe, a daub of white on each 
cheek-bone and a blue streak down his nose 
—— suflicient to satisfy Sam's love of dis- 
play.

A Post-DIsvatcn reporter who was unearth- 
ing the Various sins of omission and commis- 
sion unearthed this blunder. He found that 
the two blocks from the north side of Wash 
meet to the south side of Carr, between 
lwenty-third and Jefferson avenue, were 
nmel omitted from the enumerators’ lists, 
and that no census had been taken there. At 
the least calcukition 500 persons reside in the 
houses contained in those two squares. 
On the north side of Wasb, between Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fourth, the reporter found 
us the result of careful investigation that 
‘ixty-cight people lived there. The north 
‘ice of Wash, from Twenty-fourth to Twen- 
ty-filth, whichis a row of three-story large 
houses, has at least 250 to 300 residents. Not 
Wishing to exaggerate. however, the reporter 
erlimates the two blocss at 500 persons, when 
in rer lity it would be nearer 1,000. 

This remarkable error, according to the ex- 
planation vouchsafed at the Census Bureau, 
arose from the carelessness of the diagram 
drawer. The district whieh includes these 
two blocks is No. 80. It embraces Precincts 
Ill ana 312 in the Tenth Ward, and the enuin- 
trator is John McManus, McManus was at 
the oflice this morning and was thunderstruck 
al tbe discovery, as were all the census ofli- 
tits. McManus bied him away as fast as 
possible to go over the two omitted blocks." 
Hie adtuitted he had not taken the lists there 
lle had been working from his diagram, and 
hot rom his printed book of instructions. 
Had be used the latter he must have, noticed 
lhe error. The Eightieth Census District 
‘braced Precinct lll and 112. This covers 
ihe territory from the north side of Lucas

important as the census should be imperfectly 
accomplished.

The outward forms and evi- 
dences of a population exceeding 400,000 
are all here and, the property-owners and 
business men of the city cannot afford to 
have such a libel goforth as Mr. Salo- 
mon is preparing. 


THE CENSUS SWINDLE. 

The harm that an imperfect census will 
do St. Louis is incalculable. To announce 
to the world that we have made no advance 
in ten years, and that our population shows 
only the natural increase over that of 1870 
would have an immediate depressing effect 
upon all lines of business depending on 
capital. The investment of money would 
practically stop, real estate would recede 
to its minimum value, and a drying-up of 
the channels of industry would inevitably 
follow. 

The incompetent enumerators, selected 
as they were from the class who make up 
the ironclad juries, the chronic time-serv- 
ers and the ward bummers, will hardly ap- 
preciate the serious consequences of their 
disgraceful negligence, but this fact makes 
the offense none the less monstrous. The 
man who has resided in St. Louis has only 
tolook around him for the evidences of 
wonderful increase. New stores and busi- 
ness houses have gone up by the hundred, 


and the records of the fire de- 
partment, from which new building 
permits are issued, will show more 


residence structures to have been erected 
in St. Louis in the last ten years than in 
any city in the country. We have 
unoccupied residences than any leading 
city in the country and the thousands of new 
houses must have brought a proportionate 
increase of inhabitants. Every line of bus- 
iness, except iron, has increased twenty- 
five per cent, and in some instances a hun— 
dred, necessarily adding largely to the 
number of people engaged in mercantile 
and industrial pursuits. The new factories 
and stores and other buildings and the public 
improvements have brought thousands of 
artisans and laborers into our midst. 

These evidences furnish the irrefragible 
proof that St. Louis has made a tremendous 
stride forward, and that any report which 
does not show a largely increased percept- 
age of people is a libel upon the city. Con- 
spicuous errors have already been 
discovered, and these are  doubt- 
less only an index to those that really 
exist. Supervisor Salomon admits that two 
entire blocks in one district were missed, 
and that 500 names were thus overlooked. 
How many blocks were ignored in this way 
cannot now be ascertained; but it is not 
improbable that there are many of them. 
Certain it is that thousands of citizens and 
their families have never seen the enumer- 
ator. 

We are glad to see our citizens aroused 
to the importance of remedying the wrong 
about to be inflicted on them. Mr. Sal- 
omon and his ignorant and guzzling 
enumerators have doubtless found out 
by this time that this is a 
matter in which St. Louis will not be tri- 
fled with. If Mr. Salomon and his em- 
pleyer, Mr. Schurz, had understood this 
at first, they would perhaps have avoided 
the popular condemnation which is now 
being directed towards them by giving us 
an honest census. 


In a few days the Democratic National 
Convention will be in session in Cincinnati. 
For once this important body comes to- 
gether as an absolute mystery. No human 
being is able to form an intelligent conject- 
ure as to what the result will be. Itis 
doubtful whether such a thing has ever 
been known in our political history before.

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FIRE-CRACKERS AND TORPEDOES. 


The Police Commissioners Decide That 
These and Other Pyrotechnics Shall 
Not be Used. 
The Board of Police Commissioners met 

this morning at II o' clock, Mayor Overstolz 

inthe chair. A desultory conversation re- 
specting the firing of crackers ensued. Mayor 

Overstolz said he had seen a boy fire a string 

of crackers under the very nose ofa police- 

man, who looked on and said 
nothing. Col. Armstrong was of 


the opinion that the patrolmen were not very 
efficient anyhow, and thought they should be 
required to keep a sharp lookout for all smal! 
boys with fire-crackers and torpedoes. Judge 
Finney said they should be required to keep a 
sharp lookout for big men also. He had seen 
a number of men firing torpedoes and crack- 
ers. 

Col. Duke reported that many physicians 
bad said that women were Often seriously af- 
fected by explosions of tire-crackers and oth- 
er pyrotechnics, and of his own knowledge he 
could say that many horses were frightened: 
by them and ran away, sometimes seriously 
injuring people. 

All the Police Captains were called and their 
attention was directed to sections 13 and 14 of 
ordinance 11,353, entitled Au ordinance for 
the protection of property against fire.’’ The 
sections to which reference is made are as 
follows: 

No person sball in this city discharge or set 
off any rockets or other pyrotechnic exhibi- 


tion without the written consent of the Mayor, 


specifying the time and place when an 
where the same may be done. 

No person shallinthis city fire or set off 
any squib, cracker or other fireworks not 
previously designated. 

Tbe captains were instructed to have all 


violators of this ordinance arrested and pros- 


ecuted to the fullest extent possible, and then 
they were dismissed. Judge Wm. C. Jones, 
attorney for the Academy of Music lottery 
vendors, was called and questioned as to 
whether all costs inthe cases now pending 
would be paid if tney were dismissed. He 
said they would, and asked that the prosecu- 
tion be dropped, thé city having attained its 
object—the closing of the lottery companies’ 
business. The board adjourned without tak- 
ing any definite action. It will probably ad- 
vise the City Council to order the estoppal of 
all proceedings. 7

Road-Building Costs and What It 
Comes to. 


What 


In the good old times before the war, when 
everybody was lich and happy, and everybody 
had evervihing they wanted, there was only 
one drawback on the perfect felicity of the 
epoch, and that was the streets. Travelers 
who went off the usual routes of travel far 
enough to touch the village wrote back to 
their Eastern friends that St. Louis was 
noted fer the beauty of its girls, 
the hospitality of its householders 
and the mud of its streets. The 
small wits of the ante-bellum days exhausted 
their feeble intellects in finding new similes 
and ingenious maledictions upon the St.Louis 
mud. Epigrams about the frogs’ serenade on 
Main street and the water privileges of the 
Broadway-market were current, and the peo- 
ple did the best they could to make light of 
their troubles. One of the most common spec: 
tacies of the time was the mired ox team in 
the middle of the busy thoroughfares, and 
Main end Second and Third and Fourth had 
each their special pools and puddies where 
the young natives of foreign 
oirth could pudadle about to their 
hearts’ content. In time the  neels 
of commerce led to the pavirg of some of the 
busier ways, and a change came o’er the 
spiritof the cheerful bullwhacker’s dream. 
Ins*ead ofan exciting succession of bad places 
which required intinite tact and skilled pilot- 
ing to avoid and elude, the streets were 
simply adull succession of jolts, from one 
block of lhmestone to another, pulling wagons 
to picces. Wearing out cattle, and making life 
a toothache to the merchants on either side of 
the afflicted causeway. The flood of rears 
rolled on and the pavement eventually wore 
out, to be replaced by macadam, and one ex- 
periment after another was tried. An iron 
pavement was laid constructed for horses and 
not for mules, and the congequence was that 
after a large number of mules’ hoofs were 
twisted off the infernal machine was taken up 
and macsdam put down inits place. The 
history of the St. Louis streets for the fifty 
years before 1870 might be described 
as a constant succession of wunsuc- 
cessful expcriments between placid 
intervais of macadam, and at the present time 
there are 280 miles of macadamized roads in 
St. Louis. This has been hitherto the one 
successful road-bed, and in cheapness as wel! 
as general utility nothing has yet approached 


it. 

THE TELFORD SYSTEM 
is the best of the muny methods of macadlam- 
izing, and from its importance 
merits a lengthy notice. The or- 
dinpary macadam, as found oa the 
county turnpikes, costs six dollars a 
square, and is fully worth all it comes to. A 
square, by the way, is the unit of measure- 
mentinroad making, and consists of 100 
square feet, or a piece ten feet by ten. The 
Telford process is twice as costlv as the ordi- 
nary macadam, amountiog io $J2 per square, 
a price which includes. as do all the other es- 
timates given below. grading, laying, cost of 
material, labor and all expenses inci- 
dental and otherwise. The Telford 
begins by grading the street into the proper 
shape and upon the smooth, hard surface of 
the clay laying down six inches of rip-rap. 
This is put down verv carefully, and upon it 
eomes four inches of the ordinary maca am. 
which again is crowned with two inches of 
gravel, Loam sand is then washed in with 
plenty of water until all the interstices 
are filled up thoroughly. The road- 
bed is then well rolled and 
is ready for use. There is no waiting, as there 
is in the ordinary macadim, forthe road to 
Te ground down to something like a level, but 
as scon as the construction party leaves the 
way is ready for all kinds of travel. It makes 
an excellent floor for horses, their feet and 
legs keeping sound and strong for a much 
longer time than on anything else but clay. 
The repairing varics very much according to 
the situation, ranging from 53 90 a year at 
Second street from Myrtle to Convent, sixty- 
two cents about the City Hall, to twenty-five 
cents a year beyond Jeficrson avenue. 

LIMESTONE PAVING 

was employedinthe old times, but with no 
experience and with very bad luck, The 
system is simple. Blocks of limestone are laid 
down symmetrically on end upon a graded 
clay foundation. The blocks have 
been excellent the first year, until 
winter came, when, after freezing, they 
have crumbled away, some faster, 
some slower, until the result has been the 
very worst possible pavement that could, by 
any stretch of ingenuity, have been put down. 
If these blocks are selected with care (and an 
experienced inspector like Mr. Richard 
Klemm can tell ata glance whether the stone 
will stand freezing or not) there is no better 
pavement than these blocks make. The stone 
should be taken. however, altogether from the 
North St. Louis quarries, which are much 
better than the Southern ones, for this pur- 
pose. The blocks are already used in cross- 
ings, in gutters and in curbstones, and the 
result there, when care has been exercised in 
the selection of material, has been extremely 
satisfactory. It costs $12 a year. 

WOODEN PAVEMENTS. 

Fora time after the utter failure of the 
iron pavement scheme everybody gave up 
hope for a smooth, good roadway and resigned 
themselves to the jolts and bumps in- 
numerable of the rough macadim. The 
Nicholson was at last laid down, and every one 
recognized the factthat the pavement of the 
future bad come. The old macadam founda- 
tions were all torn up and the acrid steam o: 
the tar boiler was to be sniffed by every mor- 
tal. The pure Nicholson of course con- 
sists of pine biocks laid on end upon 
a well leveled and prepared floor. Gravel and 
pitch give consistency to the mass,and the re- 
sult is as near perfection as roadbeds will ever 
come. The cost of Nicholson, if laid new, 
which includes destroying the old roadbed 
and laying down the new, is $16 per square 
Last year, putting down new where 

Nicholson had been cost 
$12 50. This year it will average 
$13 50. The cost of maintenance is $2 40 per 

quare per year, or in other words the pive- 
ment lasts between six and seven years. The 

Street Department means very soon to lay 

down several squares of a new vVarietv of the 

Nicholson—a gum wood pavement wherein the 

wood has been treated by the Ti- 

many process, which will cost #20 

r square and will be practically 

ndestructible. The Thilmany process is a 

method of rendering wood unaccountable to 

weather. It is asort of ligneous apotheosis. 

The sap is first thoroughly dried out and 

foreed out of the celle, and under great pres- 

sure euſphate of barytes and chloride of zinc 
are forced into the vacant pores, 
their union forming an tmoluble salt 
which preserves the wood as surely as the 
_#¢mbalming process kept together the potted 
Egyptian. In its native state there is no more 


thoroughly useless tree in the woods than the 
gum wood. It has no money value, and the 
woods of Central and Southern Missouri are 
full of it. It is full of sap and it begins to 
rot almost as soon as it falls. The city 
authorities have determined to utilize the 
gum wood by the Thilmany process, and all 
the experiments made so far by Col. Flad go 
to show that it makes a most valuable road- 
bed. At the Waterwerks, Col. Flad has a 
pavement tester in the shape of a heavy van 
loaded up to four tons, which is, 
by the action of the machinery, drawn 
backward and forward over the specimen 
roadway. This test the gum wood has resist- 
ed beautifully, and, while it is not yet known 
bow it will stand the digging of the iron shoes 
of the horses, as far as it is possible to tell be- 
fore actual trial, the pavement will be the 
best in town. These wooden pave- 
ments, as indicated above, have a merit 
which must be recognized, in their softness 
and cleanliress.They are a necessary rest to the 
horses’ feet after the hard pounding on the 
unyielding stone,and for anything but the 
very heaviest wagoning, they are much 
superior toanything yet invented. 
ASPHALTUM BLOCKS. 

There has been already some asphaltum 
pavement laid down in St. Louis, notably the 
+quare between Fourth and Third streets on 
Pire, and the result bas been very gratifying. 
This is notably a heavy traffic pavement, and 
in winter time it is not at all slippery on a 
flat grade, even when covered with melting 
snow. It is made by the Asphaltum Pressed 
Block Company at $22 50, the grading not being 
counted in the estimate. It appears to bea 
good pavement, but until a more thorough 
test is made nothing can be really said of its 
wearing qualities. Four years ago 
Chestnut street, between hird and 
Fourth streets, was covered with a brick 
pavement and pitch, and the result was the 
most melancholy failure which has graced the 
records of the Street Department since the 
iron age. The soft bricks wore aut first, the 
hard bricks are there yet, and as Mr. Heath 
was the architect of this remarkable piece 
of work, the block may be said 
roundly to have cost $146,000, more or less. 
Granite macadam is the latest Messiah of the 
road-builders, and experiments are being 
made with it now on Seventh street, between 
Cerre and Spruce. The department, however, 
dees not here for very much from this new 
idca. 

GRANITE BLOCKS. 

The ultimate pavement for the heavy travel 
of the city, such as makes a focus about the 
Iron Mountain Depot and the Union Depot 
and the bridge ana the first four streets from 
the Jevee, must, in the end, be granite. IW is 
the only thing which can resist the immense 
weights pounding on it—the only roadbed 
which bus any etement of real economy for 
that region. Upon a concrete foundation 
Immetrical blocks of granite are placed. Tuat 


is the whole p)0-ess od construction, and the | 


city bas succeeded in contracting for its 
construction at the low price 
of 82 per square, W hen it 
is remembered chat the bridge approach was 
paved with granite at $52 a square, the 
cheapness of this contract is apparen'. The 


re ad-bed atibe bridge was laid in 1874, and | 


there has been no repairing yet needed, tne 
only Lossible fault being thut, as 
there Was no foundation, the 
stones have occasionally needed replacing, but 
no new material has been necessary Witha 
concrete foundation the regruding too would 
not have been needed. The on.y wear so far 
bas been upon the edges of the blocks, which 
are being rounded off, and that us an effect of 
six yesrs of steady, permanent wear such as 
no other part of town is subject to. 

There are 25,000 horses iu St. Louis, and, 
if all the Nicholsoh in the city were changed 
to granite, Mi. Klemm estimates thac it 
would cost the city $5.0,000 to pay for the 
borscflesh disabled by the alteration. ‘The 
region fromthe river to ‘Twelfth street and 
from Myrtle to the Gis-works will require a 
heavy s ice out of the repair fund. 

CINDERsS. 

For the last two years the Street Depart- 
ment, through the scheme of Mr. Klemm, has 
used coal cinders from ihe Gas-works und 
from the mils for spreading over macad- 
am and has found that for a 
binding material they are unsurvassed. They 
are spread in proportion to the depth 
of the macadam, waiered and rolled witno a 
four-horse roller, and cost the iusignifi- 
cantsum of 14 to 15 cent per square. ‘Tne 


fect is, of course, that they increase the pow. | 


er of the macadam’s resistance, but even ik 
tris were not so the fact that the street can 
be used as soon as the 
party have got reund the corner is argument 
enough in their favor, and tbe bedding and 
binding the macadam us well as the increased 
ecmifort easily pays the trifling cost of layiay. 
This fact bas become so well known tuat if 
the department attempts to have the bare 
macadam on any of the streets they are sure 
to hear from the property-owners in a very 
short time. This year tne cinders will oaly 
cost eleven cents a square. N 
THE WIDTH OF TIRES. 

If the streets of St. Louis are ever to be 
anything better tban laues or _ alleys, 
the municipal authorities will have to 
legislate on the width of the tires 
used by wagons carrying heavy loads. Noth- 
ing that the strect department can ever do 
will keep the thoroughfares in decent repair 
xo log us each teamster can cut up the pave 
at his own sweet will. Every 
city in the Oid World and the majority 
of those in the new have seen the wisdom 
of regulatirg by ordinance the width of the 
tires, and an effort was made here, but it fiil- 
ed ingloriously. A two-wheeled dray which 
loads four tons has the usual tire twoanda 
half inches wide; if this dray turus around in 
the street it will borea hole like an auger 
in the best pavement. Its tire 
should be just twice as broad as it is. A four- 
horse coal wagon laden with a hundred bush- 
els of coal oughtto bave a six-inch tire, but 
none of them bave more than three. The idea 
has become prevalent among teamsters that 
a wide tire increases the traction, 
a mistake of course, as it is cvident- 
ly easier to pull a roller over a 
street than to draga knife ora plough through 
it. When the city government fixes the wagon 
tires the first step towards permanent good 
— — will be taken, and a judicious com- 

ination of granite, gumwood and Telford will 
do the rest.

Business Booming in All Departments and a 
Bright Outlook for the Future. 


Business will now compare favorably with 
any week during 1880, and there is no cause 
for any complaint from the workmen or man- 
ufacturers. In some trades business is re- 


ported dull, but this is only among such as 


have a season of dullness in every year. 
Aside from this, business has been fairly ac- 
tive, and there are all the evidences through- 
outthe country of a healthy trade and the 


largest legitimate demand for all staple pro- 
ducts of our industries we have ever had. 
The peculiar situation of St. Louis, and its 
unexampied facilities for continued growth 
in all departments will ere long place her 
first amongst the manufacturing centers of 
In fine furniture, fine machinery, 
fine painting, fine engraving, and other de- 
partments of mechanical industry requiring 
St.

The Iron Interest. 

Of this there is but little that can be said, 
except that the puddlers’ strike has come to 
a close, and the Laclede Iron Works here, that 
were kept idle by it, have resumed operations, 


running day and night, with a force of 500, 
and all bon works in the city are working two 
gangs of men, but the men now employed are 
amply prepared to do al! of the work. In the 
condition of quotations there is no change to 
announce, the market still being unsettled. 


The Stove-Moulders’ 

trade aas picked up considerably, and has be- 
gun to boom again. The foundries that have 
‘been operating on half time during the past 
three weeks have started up this week on full 
time. There will be no let-up in the busi- 
ness until September, and, if not then, the 
prospects are that work will continue through 
the winter. Every factory in the city now 
has a full force of men at work. Last year 
over 200,000 St. Louis stoves were put on the 
market.

The Laborers. 

There is no lack of work for the laboring 
class in St. Louis at present, but hundreds 
are leaving daily for the harvest fields,where 
the wages average $2 50 per day and board. 
A well-known Texas railroad contractor, who

The Timber-Workers. 

The strike among the pilers in the different 
zumber yards of the eity ended last Tuesday 
at noon, but without any advance in their 
pay. All the pullers, sorters and lumber 
handlers are at work, and all of the yards 


bave afull force of men at work, and will 
continue to keep them in employment uati! 
the first of December next. The trade itself 
just at present is dull, and the principal part 
of the work being done now isto receive and 
pile the lumber, but the trade will be boom- 
ing in the next eight weeks. 


The Car Manufacturers 
in all parts ofthe city are still rushing in 
their work, and are pushed to their utmost 
capacities to keep up with their or lers, both 
on street ear work and freight cars. Every 


shop bas a full force of men engaged, and in 
some it has been found necessary to put on 
extra help, but it is reported that all extra 
help wanted can be supplied from the city, 
and therefore we cannot advise any one to 
come here expecting to get work in this line, 
atleast forthe present. New York City;sholds 
first in this line, with Paterson, N. J., sec- 
ond and St. Louis third. 


The Car-Wheel Factories 

all over the country are as busy as they can 
be, and of the business in St. Louis the same 
can be reported. All the factories are running 
on fulltime and every one has a large force of 
men at work, and even then many are hardly 
able to keep up with the demand. The 
prospects are that there will be plenty of work 
in this line at least for the next three months, 
but the hands already employed can do all the 
work, and men outside of theeity could not 
find work in this trade bere just now.

The city demand for this grade of 
goods is very limited. The principal demand 
at this time is coming in from the great saw- 
mills of the Northwest, but earlier in the sea- 
son a large number were sent into tue South- 
ern States. In the past four yeara St. Louis 
has gained rapidly in this branch, and now 
Stands second with Philade!phia at the head. 


The Trunk-Makers. 

This trade at present is dull, as the biggest 
part of the business is always done from 
February to the middle of May, and after 
that time there is only a smu]! retail trade 
transacted.

AGRICULTURAL CORNER. 


Wheat, and the Best Varieties — Th 
Army Worm — Cultivating Peach 8 
Orchards— English Sparrows—Hints 
to Housewives. 

In the International Millers’ Ex 
Cincinzati the committee — . 
tigate the important question of what are the 
best varieties of wheat for flour-making, sub- 
mitted an elaborate report, which feof 80 
much importance to wheat-growers that we 
quote its material pointe in full as follows: 

In the first place we have met with much 
difficulty in determining which is the best 
wheat for milling in the United States, on ac- 
count of the vast extentof wheat-growin 
districts, extending through 23 degrees o 
latitude and 57 degrees of longitude. having a 
length of 2,800 miles anda breadth of 1,700, 
covering an area of 3,260,000 square miles, 
embracing all the States in the Union but 
three, and the entire Territories, with every 
variety of soil and climate. 

We find the same varieties of wheat grown 
in different States, while possessing the same 
general properties, differing materially in 
value for milling. 

The Fife wheat of Northern Minnesota and 
Dakota is far superior to the same variety 
grown in lowa, Wisconsin, or Illinois. 

The Boughton or Tappahannock wheat of 
Virginia, Tennessee and Georgia is much more 
rich in gluten than the same kind grown in 
Indiapa, Ohio, or Illinois. 

We also find great diversity of opinion as to 
the werits of particular kinds of wheat grown 
in the same localities, making it a difficult 
matter for your committee to determine 
which are really the most desirable varieties of 
wheat for milling purposes. ' 

We are of the opinion that a general discus- 
tion at this meeting of the Association, where 
all the large wheat districts are fully repre- 
sented, will do moreto settle which arethe 
most desirable wheats to use than any report 
your committee would be able to make. From 
the information before your committee, 
mostly obtained by correspondence, we ftiad 
the following varieties amopg the best for 
milling purposes: 

Winter W heat—Longberry amber, Lancas- 
ter, Indiana red, Alabama, Orange. Velvet 
Cbh:ff, Boughton or Tappahannock, Jenninzs. 

Spring Wheat-—Miunesota Fife, China, 
Mam moth or Rio Grande. 

The Longberry amber is extensively growa 
in Virginia, which, with the Lancaster, is 
most sought by millers, being rich in gluten 
and possessing properties very desirable for 
shipping to warm climates. 

Tbe Indiana red is spoken highly of as a fine 
clutinous wheat; also the AJabama, the latter 
but little raised, owiog to its light yield per 
acre. 

The Jennirgs is a light wheat, hard, gives 
excellent color and good strength. 

The Orange make a good family flour of 
fair strength, and yields well in flour. 

The Velvet Chaff possesses good strength, 
and vields fairly in flour, is an early variety. 
yrowsa stiff straw, aod is well adapted to 
strong and stiff soils, where most varieties 
would produce too rank straw and lodge. 

The Boughton or Tappahannock is highly 
spoken of in some localities, while in others 
itis not considered a desirable wheat, not par- 
ticularly rich in gluten, but makes a good 
family flour; is easily damaged by moisture. 

The Fultz and Clawson are taking the lead 
with farmers, yielding largely, but are very 
undesirable for millers, being soft and weak, 
and containing little gluten compared with 
the first-named yarieties. 

The Clawson is used somewhat to mix with 
damp, strong wheat. 

In spripg wheat the Minnesota Fife is in- 
comparably the best of any strong variety. It 
is rich in gluten, very hard, and yields im- 
mensely in middlings for purification and 
mapufucture into patent flour; is essentially 
a **bread-making’’ wheat, producing a large 
number of pounds of finest bread from a 
mixed number of pounds of flour. This 
wheat is grown extensively in the Northwest, 
attainikg its greatest perfection in extreme 
northern latitudes, particularly in Northern 
Minnesota and Dakota. In Wisconsin and 
Iowa it is much the best spring wheat grown. 

The Rio Grande, China, or mammoth, is a 
large-berried, heavv wheat, yielding weil in 
flour, and, next to Fife in glutinous proper- 
ties, is particularly adapted to weak lands, 
having arapk growth of straw and standing 
Grought remarkably. 

The Canada Club we consider the next best 
spring variety, but is soft; makes an excellent 
family flour when. strengtu is not a particular 
object. 

The Lost Nation, or Prussian Fife, we con- 
sider the poorest spring wheat grown, having 
thick bran, very soft, weak in giuten, not even 
making a white flour. It is grown extensively 
in Wisconsin, lowa, and Minnesota, yielding 
well, and is considered by farmers as being 
safer of a crop than Minnesota life, China, or 
Club. 


The Army Worm. 


This destructive pest is at work in Southern 
Ohio. On account ofits attacks on the barley, 
many farmers have hastened the cutting, so 
that much of the barley is going into shock 
quite green. It is hoped the weatber may be 
favorable a few days untilthe grain can be 
cured, otherwise a double calamity will fall 
on him who hastened to save his crop from 
the larva of Leucania untpuneta. 

The most common way to arrest its ravages 
isto plow a double furrow around the 
field or across it. It is better to use a 
plow with a rolling cutter, so as to make the 
bar-side of the furrow as steep and clean as 
possible, so the worms can not crawl up the 
bank out of the burrow. This bonk should 
be on the side of the field toward which they 
are moving. When they accumulate in the 
furrow straw may be scattered along it, and 
burned if the surroundings will allow of that; 
otherwise a log can be attached to a horse and 
drawn in the furrow tocrush the crawling 
host. 

If one has not a rolling cutter, let the Coul- 
ter cutter be used and two deep furrows be 
plowed for the worms to tumble into. 

If hogs, ducks, turkeys and chickens be 
turned into the field after the grain is cut, they 
will destroy millions of worms, thus enabling 
the farmer to make a second turn of his crop 
into salable meat. 

It the worms are onthe grass intended for 
meadow, the majority of them may be killed 
with a roller, if done in the afternoon, when 
they are on the grass. 

They hide and occupy the low places in the 
night and forenoon. A very slight pressure 
bursts their skin, so they are easily destroyed 
by the roller on the grass, or by the log drawn 
along in the furrow. If they are on or about 
the farm we advisefarmers to welcome them 
after the manner of tne Ohio Wagon Boy, 
‘‘with bloody hands to an inhospitable 


grave.“ 


If the crows or blackbirds are in the fields, 
do notletthem be disturbed. No man ever 
saw one of them leave a fat army worm fora 
kernel of giain. 


Scours in Calves. 


It has been my province for several years to 
take charge of the calves, and I have had very 
good luck, but find that when they first begin 
to eat sour milk they are generally apt to 
scour, and if the looseness is not checked, it 
reduces them. Now, as an ounce of preven- 
tive is better than a poundof cure,I use 
about a great spoonful of prepared chalk in 
their drink. I stir it into the milk, and they 
never mind it. One dose is sufficient as a 
general rule. Another good thing for the 
calves is occasionally to throw a shovelful of 
fresh earth upon the floor of the stable where 
they can see it. They will lick it up, and 
seem to enjoy it very much. When they are 
old enough to be turned out they generally 
help themselves to a few licks of earth every 
day. It seems to be a natural instinct, and 
something that they crave. 

I used to give rennet, or a solution of ren- 
net just as it is p red for cheese-making, 
when a calf scoured; a couple of spoonfuls in 
six quarts of milk; but I like the prepared 
chalk much * — — “ap aye Ee 
any drug store at small cost;

We have nev- 
er seen a successful orchard in grass, unless 
subjec'ed to constant and. heavy manuring. 
We observe a recent statement by C. Engle 
of Paw Paw, Michigan, that he has an orchard 
eighteen years oid bearing abundant crops of 
excellent peaches through the influence of 
cultivation. He plows it early every spring to 
to a depth of five or six inches. In two weeks 
he passes a heavy harrow both ways. After- 
wards a two-horse cultivator, set to run four 
inches deep, is passed over the ground from 
three to five times. This ends the season’s cul- 
tivation. Mr. Engle thinks there are more 
peaches of the best quality borne on these 
trees than on any equal number in the 
State. In allusion to the recommended prac- 
tice of sowing buckwheat in peach orchards, 
instead of keeping them clean and mellow, 
Mr. E. says he would as soon think of sowing 
buckwheat _— his corn to insure a heavier 
crop. The truth is, while every farmer 
knows that clean culture is at solutely essen- 
tial to success in his common farm crops, 
many fail to apply the same knowledge to 
their more expensive orchards. 


To Protect Vines From Bugs. 


Take some old screen cloth (that which has 
done duty for window or door screens is as 
good as any), and cut it into squares large 
enough to cover the space where the seeds are 
planted. Let it lie very loosely on the hill, so 
as to give room forthe plantsto grow, then 
lay stones or earth upon the corners and sides, 
and it ie the best protection that I have ever 
tried. Itadmits air, sunshine and dew to 
the plants,and keeps out all the bugs. Another 
good way is to take atin dish and press the 
earth down on thetop of the hill, so as to 
make a cavity ofan inch and a half or two 
inches; then plant the seed and cover lightly 
with earth, lay your screen of cloth over, or if 
you prefer, a light of glass. Either will keep 
the insects off. A solution of hen manure in 
water is the best fertilizer for vines of all 
kinds that I have ever tried, and it 1s. not 
agreeable to bugs. , 


Household Hints. 


TO RENDER COTTON FABRICS FIREPROOF. 

At a savitarv convention in Michigan, Dr. 
Kedzie, of the State Board of Health, said 
that cotton clothing could be prevented from 
taking fire by the use of borax in starching— 
a teaspoonful to each pint of starch, after the 
water has been added. The borax can have 
no injurious effect upon the cloth or upon the 
wearer, and is so cheap that all can afford to 
use it. It was shown by experiments that 
muslins and tarlatans, the most inflammable 
goods, when treated with borax starch could 
not be made to burnWitha blaze. If ail cot- 
ton dresses and underclothing, and especially 
the clothing of children, were treated in this 
way, a great number of lives and much suf- 
fering would be saved every year. Dr. Ked- 
zie said he expected that one of these days 
some shrewd fellow would use this recipe, 
mix starch and borax, and sell it as ‘‘asbesios 
sturch,’’ or with some other catching name, 
500 or 600 per cent profit, and get rich out 
of it. 
own mixing and save the profit. 

TALLOW FOR THE CARPET-BEETPLE. 

A writer in the Germantown Telegraph 
says: It has been ascertained that the 
bacon—beetle (Dermestes lardarius), an insect 
closely allied to the carpet-beetle, will not 
touch its food when tallow is placed near it. 
A lady once placed in a jar a number of the 
larva of this beetle, together with the meat 
on which they were found feeding. When ali 
of them were found devouring the meat a 
small piece of tallow was placed near it, when 
the larva quickly left their food and huddled 
together in one side of the jar; nor would 
they eome near the meat so long as the tallow 
remained near it. And when greatly pressed 
with hunger they began to devour each other, 
until only one was left, and this one died of 


order to get at its food. If it is found 
thatthe carpet-bettle has the same repug- 
nance to tallow as the bacon-bettle has—and I 
have no doubt that it has—then we can easily 
cae our carpets from the attacks of this 
ittle pest by a judicious use oftallow. This 
latter substance is known to protect clothes 
from the attacks ofthe clothes-moth, and be- 
ing easily obtained, is far preferable tocam- 
phor, tobacco, etc. Before the carpets are 
laid down the floor should be paiated over 
with melted tallow, taking care to fill up all 
the crevices in the floor, as it is in these that 
the larva usually conceal themselves. 
HARMLESS GREEN FOR SWEETMEATS. 

Take 5 grs. saffron and shake it uv ein 1-4oz,. 
of distilled water, and allow to stand for twen- 
ty-four hours. Also take 4 grs. of iadigo car- 
mine, and,with 1-2 oz. of distilled water, treat 
it in the same way as the for- 
mer. Atthe endof.the twenty-four hours 
thetwo solutions are mixed together, pro- 
ducing a fine green solution, capable of color- 
ing 5 ibs. of sugar. 

INVALID SERVANT. 

What is the custom in the case of your farm 
servant breaking his leg while in your employ 
—are you supposed to board him, pay him 
wages and pay his doctor’s bill till he is able 
to work again, or merely to keep him without 
wages and let himsettle with the doctor? BE- 
GINNER. [An employer is not legally bound 
to pay for such loss of time of a servant, unless 
the accident occurred in some difficult or dan- 
gerous work for the employer’s benefit, or 
was caused by some deficiency on his part. 
Nevertheless, a liberal man who wishes to be 
kind and generous will feel disposed to bear a 
part of the loss in such cases, especially if the 
laborer is proved valuable or heis unusually 
destitute or has a dependent family. Prob- 
ably no two men would do exactly alike in 
such cases, While many would show a kind 
hberality, which would generally be returned 
by faithful men in aiding the employer’s in- 
terest. |

By what means can 1 purify a cistern in 
which the water has a very disagreeable 
smell? B. D. Onondagt, N. 1. IIf the foul 
odor come from decaying insects or animals 
in the cistern, it should be cleaned out.

The Theory of Daltonism. 


From the Contemporary Review. ] 

The dichromic theory renders it easy to 
state What the sensations of color-blindness 
are, although itis not so easy for a normal- 
eyed person to imagine the appearances and 
impressions, so utterly strange to him, whieh 
they leadto. The color-blind person has 
only two sensations of color. One of them is 
excited most strongly by rays which the 
world call yellow; the other by rays whien 
the world call blue; and hence all color-blina 
persons concur in giving these names re- 
spectively to their two visible colors. But 
their powers of vision do notend here; they 
receive a vast number of sensations differing 
materially from pure yellow and pure blue, 
and which give great 1 to their impres- 
sions of material objects. n the first place, 
they have great varietie in the intensity, or 
degree of saturation, of the two colors them- 
selves. In some cases the yellow is intense 
and full, as in the buttercup or the pig- 
ment chrome-yellow, at other times it is weak 
and pale, as in the prim-rose. And, similar- 
ly, in some cases the blue is very full and in- 
tense, as in ultramarine, in others weak and 
pale, as in the color of the sky. But further, 
independently of these two colors, they have 
a white and a black as prominent and as dis- 
tinct to them asthe normal-eyed. Whether 
the sensations correspond in the two cases is 
amatter of controversy; but this much is 
certain—namelv, that all objects which con- 
vey to the normal-eyed their sensations of 
white apd black, also convey to the color- 
blind person his sensations of white and 
black, for which reason he is perfectly justi- 
fied in using, for such sensations, the same 
terms. Further, the color-blind person 1s 
quite incapable of appreciating the immense 
varieties of shade caused by the mixture of 
white and black in different proportions 
forming an almost infinite series of shades o 
gray. Then, lastly, all these varieties of gray 
may be combined with the various intensities 
of either of their two oolors, forming different 
nuances of them, and so, still further, vastly 
increasing the varieties of sensation.

The Queer Town of Guaymas—A New 
Source of Wealth. 


The completion of the. St. Louis and San 
Francisco Railroad to Wichita, its connection 
there with the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Road, now in operation to Albuquerque, 
New Mexico, and the extension of the latter 
road tothe Pacific Ocean at two widely dis- 
tant points, are matters of grand importance 
to St. Louis. The benefits that will result to 
the business of this city from the completion 
of this grandrailway scheme are simply in- 


calculable. 

At Albuquerque one line of railroad will 
run directly westward, and will be built un- 
der the provisions of the old charter of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Road. It will probably 
striketide water at San Diego, and may even- 
tually be continued up the fine coast country 
toSan Francisco. The other line will deflect 
to the southwest, and passing through the 
Mexican proviace of Sonora, reach the ocean at 
Gusymas. Itof the latter route andof the 
country traversed by itthat this article pro- 
poses to treat. 

Starting from Albuquerque, the road will 
run down the valiey of the Kio Grande to 
Mesilia, at the boundary between the United 
States and Mexico. Entering Sonora at lis 
northeast corner, it will run diagonally across 
the province and find its objective point ou the 
southwesiern border. Tworoutes are open 
to the company, on either of which they may 
build. While there are some characteristics 
common to both, there are advantages 
peculiar to each one. One of these, which 
may be called the eastern route, will pass the 
northwestern corner of Chihuahua to the La- 
guna di Madre and thence up the fine valley 
of the San Buenaventura River. From this 
stream it will find a feasible route across the 
mountain range which forms the dividing live 
between Sonora and Chihuahua, and descend 
to the valley of the Yagui River. This is the 
most im portant river of Sonora, and has a 
length of four hundred miles. The valley i; 
broad and fertile, but it is not very thickly 
settled. The Yagui debouches into tue 
Gulf of California twenty-five’ miles 
southwest of Guaymas. The other or 
western route would turn more sharply to the 
west from Mesilla, over the broad mesas, or 
high plains, to the head-waters of the Sonora 
River. On this river are the largest towns iu 
Sonora—among them being Ures, the capital, 
and Arispe anu Hermosilla. The latter has a 
population of some 10,000, and is in the midst 
of one ofthe loveliest and best cultivated val- 
leys in the entire province. The Sonora River 


has a course of two hundred miles, 
and discharges its waters into Pom- 
brecito Lake,a body of water forty mites 


wide by sixty in length. 

The western route would intersect a region 
of country more largely agricultural and 
which is susceptible of vast development in 
this direction. The eastern line would prob: 
ably be a few miles longer, and would run 
through the mountainous and mineral region 
of Sonora, besides being within comparative- 
ly short distance of «a large portion of the 
silver mines of Chihuahua. 

THE SONORA RAILWAY 

is the title of the corporation that will build 
and operate this line of road. Its directors are 
the same men who are the directors of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad, and 
the two reads will, to all iatents and pur— 

oses, be ene road. ‘The line in Sonora will 

ave a length of nearly six hundred miles. A 
donation of each alternate league of land has 
been made by the Mexiczn Government, but 
this will probably be exchanged for a liberal 
cash subsidy per mile—a proposition to that 
effect having received the favorable considera- 
tion of President Diaz and the leading mem- 
bers of the Mexican Congress. It is confti- 
dently believed that this scheme will receive 


the sanction of the Mexican Con— 
gress at its next session. The 
directors of the railway, however, 
wull not wait for this Congressional action. 


but will begin the construction of the road 
without delay. The Mexican Government 
also admits the importation of railroad iron 
free of duty—equal to a donation of $2,000 per 
mile. The directors have thus been met with 
a friendly liberality that is most commend- 
able. 
THE CITY OF GUAYMAS 

is situated on the eastern shore of the Gulf of 
California, atthe mouth of Guaymas River. 
Its importance arises from its magnificent 


harbor, which is the best and 
largest in all Mexico. Close to 
the shore is thirty feet of water, 


and a short distance further out deeper sound- 
ings with good anchorage are found. The 
harbor is so large that 200 vessels could be 
gecommodated at one time. The Island of 
Paraxos divides the entrance into two chan- 
nels, each of which is ample for the heaviest 
ships in width and depth. The natural break- 
water formed by this island is supplemented 
by the bigh hills which encircle the town, 
forming a complete shelter for the shipping 
at anchor. Were it not for the harbor no 
town could exist there. The narrow plain is 
dry, gravelly, uncharged with earth 
or any substance that can support vee- 
etation. No water for honschold purpose 
nor provisions for table use can be raised 
within a league of the town. Supplies of 
water are obtained from the Guaymas River 
at a point beyond the admixture of salt water, 
and is carried to the town on the backs of 
mules, or in carts holding a barrel or two ata 
time. But it will not take long after the com- 
pletion of the railroad for American energy 
and capital tofurnish from the river a cheap 
and abundant supply of this invaluable com- 
modity. ; 
The population of the town is about 5,000, 
mostly Mexicars. There is a small sprink- 
ling of Americans, who are looking out for 
the main chance, while the universal 
Israelite, with his everlasting ‘‘sheap cloth- 
ing—sbust a fit,“ is not wanting. The older 
rtion of the boures are built of adobe—sun- 
ried blocks of clay—with thick walls, one 
story high, flat roofs, windows without glass, 
but where wooden gratings prevent those in- 
side from falling out and those outside from 
falling in. The floor is the hard earth. A few 
ox hides, untanned and dried in the sun, are 
. piled up in one corner by day and at nicht 
spread out to form downy couches, on which 
the native Mexican sleeps the sleep of inno- 
cence and dirtiness. 


There are, however, quite a num- 
ber of houses of modern build 
and appointments. These are chiefly 


owned by the merchants and foreigners who 
are striving to obtain here some of the enjoy- 
ments of home which er. have experi- 
enced elsewhere. It will not be long until the 
foreign element will become so numerous as 
to make the native greaser the exception, and 
not the rule. 

The climate is healthy; in fact, there is 
nothing inthe town or its surroundings to 
cause unbealthiness. It seldom rains. The 
few showers that fall are in the winter 
months. Were it not for the sea breeze it 


would be intolerably hot. As it is, business 
4s generally almost entirely suspended during

the middle of the day in the summer months. 
It ic then that the thick walls 
and uncovered floors of the adobe houses pos- 
sese their greatest charm. The flinty, gravel- 
ly floor admits of any quantity of watering— 
the thickness of the walls prevents the sun’s 
beat from striking through, while the evapor- 
ation produces a lower temperature inside 
that is a positive relief from the hot air of the 
streets. 
AREA AND POPULATION. 
Sonora bas a superficial area of 1 

square miles, anda population of 147,1 
only a fraction in excess of one person to the 
square mile. Ofthis population about 100,- 
000 are Indians. Oftbese Indians the larger 
portion are semi-civilized and live in pueblos, 
or Villages. They are an agricultural ple, 
cultivating the earth in a rude and primitive 
manner, and raising abundant crops, consid- 
ering the labor expended in their production. 
There are also a number of nomadic or hunt- 
ing tribes, whose forays upon the settlements

are marked by slaughter and the wholesale | 


robbery of everything that can be driven off. 
Tne northern portion of Sonora has also long 
been subject to incursions of the Apaches and 
Navajoes of the United States. There are also 
a small number of descendants of the Span- 
jards who went into the country at 
an early day to fill the Govern- 
ment office and grow rich upon the plunder 


of a people they oppressed and lorded over. 


These are about the worst lot in the country. 
They are lazy, without moral ideas, and 
treacherous. 

PRODUCTS. 

The soil of Sonora is noted for its extreme 
fertility. Two crops of wheat and corn and 
potatoes can be raised everv year. <A succes- 
sion of vegetables are grown the vear round, 
and a!) semi-tropical fruits, like oranges, 
pomegranates, etc., flourish abundantly. Su- 
gar cane, cotton and rice supply not only the 
home demand, but large quantities for ex- 
port. 

Horses 
most entirely 


abound everywhere, al- 
mustangs. Their only 
use is for riding. No Sonoran was ever guilty 
of putting a horse into harness. Donkeys are 
also numerous, but that noble invention, the 
mule, shares with the donkeys the labor of 
carrying burdens. They carry bundles of 
wood, bundles of sugar cane or packages of 
merchandise to market. It is no unusual 
thing in any of the larger cities to see a train 
of six or a dozen donkeys loaded with wood 
or fodder driven along the streets, the driver 
leading the first and each successive donkey 
tied to the tail of the one infront. The loads 
they carry are enormous—a shock of 
corn will hide the littl animal com- 
pletely from view, reaching from 
within aninch ortwo of the ground toa 
height of ten or fifteen feet. Oxen are used 
to do all the plowing and drawing of the mis- 
erable carts, whose wooden wheels go creak- 
ing upon their wooden axles. The yoke is 
lashea tothe horns of the oxenso that the 
beast pushes the plow or cat with his head 
instead of drawing it with his shouldes. 
MODE OF LIFE, 

With a climate so temperate that frost sel- 
dom rouses one to activity, and where a lit- 
tle scratching with a plow made from the 
forked limbs of atree insures an abundant 
crop, the average Sonoran may be said to take 
life easily. When be goes anywhere he rides 
and smokes. When he stays at home 
he dozes intheshade and smokes. He is 
never witheut his handful of tobacco and 
corn busks, and makes up his cigarette where- 
ever and whenever he likes—which is pretty 
nearly allthetime. His house is either made 
of the sun-dried blocks of clay, or of stalks of 
sugarcane woven together with raw-hide 
thongs and thatched with leaves ofthe cab- 
bage tree, the palmetto del sol of the Span- 
jaids. Tables, chairs, beds, books, and the 
hundred articles of utility and comfort that 
are found in all American homes are un- 
known to the Sonoran. He has no stoves nor 
fire places, for he has noneed of them. His 
cuisine is the simplest and is what one 
would suppose was the highest style of 
the art in the ‘patriarchal days of 
Abraham. Wheaten bread is occasionally 
made in an earthen oven thatis the common 
property of a dozen families; jerk- 
ed beef hangs all about the house; 
beans are in plenty. and corn is albways 
kept in soak in a large earthen jar. The cook - 
ing is generally done under the shadow of“ 
pecan tree or mesquite brush. At an ordinary 
meal the beans have been stewing with a piece 
of beef or pork: the cook takes a handful of 
ihe softened corn and places it on a flat stone: 
with another stone sherubs and mashes it in- 
to a pulpy mass: a small quantity is flattened 
between her hands end placed on a piece of 
sheet-iron suspended over a few burning 
twigs; a few moments suffices to cook it, and 
the tortilla, as it is called, is handed to one of 
the family, who scoops up with it a few 
spoonfuls of beans and then devours it. When 
hot and a man is ravenously huygry this tor- 
tilla may pass—but otherwise, ive us a cold 
buckwheat cake on a frosty morning fora 
luxury. The Mexicans are guiltless of salt, 
but tbey use a red pepper instead in such 
quantities as to make a man’s eyes a fountain 
of waters and his stomach a suppressed vol- 
cano. This pepperisasmall red berry, but 
it is the concentrated essence of all the pep- 
pers. 

After meals the Mexican housewife has no 
dishes to wash. Perhaps the ox-hides which 
haveformedthe family couches are tobe 
piled up in one corner,and that is about all 
the house work she has to do. There are no 
chambers to go over, no furniture to dust, no 
windows to wash, the dirt floor is better un- 
swept, and there is literally nothing todo. If 
itis the monthly or quarterly washing day, 
she gathers up the few garments of plain 
goods and plainer patterns and goes down to 
the creek, where, in the shadow of the canes 
or live Oak, she alternately dips them in the 
water and heats them upon a smooth rock. 
The weaving of blankets and shawls is about 
the only domestic industry known to these 
people. The loom is one on which the patent 
expired about a thousand years ago. The 
warp is fastened at one end to a beam or post, 
and the other, fastened to a stick and thrown 
over the weaver’s back, enables her to hold it 
taut or slackat pleasure. There are no treadles 
nor heddles to open alternate threads 
of the warp for the passage 
of the shuttle, norno shuttle to go through 
were the way opened; the weft is picked 
through, over one thread and under another, 
and beat up with the fingers. 


WHY THE ROAD WILL BE BUILT. 

Of course, it is not for the trade and com- 
merce of these people that this railroad to 
Guaymas is to be built. That consideration 
is imsignificant. One object is to reach the 
mineral region and afford facilities that will 
insure its development. The gold, silver and 
copper mines at Chihuahua and Eastern So- 
nora are both numerous and inexhaustible. It 
has been known for a hundred years that the 
metals are there, but the distance from wa- 
ter carriage has prevented the transportation 
of machinery adequate to the mining and re- 
duction of the ores. The mines of Chihua- 
bua have long been known for their extraor- 
dinary number and wealth. It is now 
asserted that those of Eastern 
sonora, though less known, are ec ually rich 
and exhaustiess. All that is needed for their 
development is the introduction of machin- 
ery, and for this the railroad will soon fur- 
nish all needed facilities. Mr. Wm. Schleiden, 
a prominent merchant of San Francisco, who 
bas been largely engaged in the Mexican 
trade, lately exhibited a specimen of quartz 
rock from Chihuahua which assayed $20,000 
to the ton. No such specimen ever came 
from Comstock or Leadville or Potosi. There 
are mines of it in Sonora and Chihuahua, but 
the trouble has been to get capital and ma- 
chinery. With the railroad both will be read- 
ily procured, and such fortunes will be made 
in Mexico, as were never before heard 
of. I have,“ said Mr. Schleiden, been over

Millions 
of acres of wild lands will be brought into 
market and shortly be teeming with products 
under the energv of American industry, 
while the development of the mines will at - 
ford employment for capital and labor to an 
incalculable extent. 

Here isthe golden epbortnalty for St. Louis, 
Situated at one end of the railroad to ng 
mas, it has advantages that are essed 
no other city. It is as near in distance, an 
vearer in time of transit to China, 
Japan and the East Indies than 
San Francisco. What a future is opened for the 
display of the energy and business tact of its 
merchants and manufacturers! Whata new 
and vast empire lies at their doors, waiting 
for them to go in and possess the land and its 
treasures! Howtruly did Benton, pointing 
westward, prophesy, There is India! There 
is the East!“ 


A VINDICATION OF XANTIPPR. 


The essay read by Miss Lillian M. Stewart 
at the High School commencement yesterday, 
and which was promised for to-day’s POST- 
DISPATCH, runs as follows: 

Carelessly turning the pages of a classical 
dictionary, thoughtfully glancing over the 
list of names beginning with X, my eye fell 
at length upon the well-known one of Xan- 
tippe. There, O my friend, what a sicht was 


that which met my wondering gaze! The 
life, the works, the character sad the suffer- 
ings of that much abused woman were hand- 
ed down to posterity in thirteen paltry lines, 
one of which was taken up in say 
ing tbat she was the wife of Socrates. 
What an ignorable tribute to the memory 
of sucha noble woman! Viewed from the 
standpoint of Socrates and his worthy biogra- 
phers, I have no doubt Xantippe did appear 
a termagant,“ but to the enlightened minds 
of the nineteenth century, who know from 
practice as well as precept that asthetics can 
not be judged from the standpoint of ‘‘fish- 
ing,’ nor the reverses, she throws aside the 
garments of calumny that have been during 
allthese ages wound more and more closely 
about her, and stands forthin all her pristine 
truthfulness of character. certainly a long 
suffering, much abused and thoroughly pros- 
ecuted woman. 

Go down one of the norrow side streets of 
your mighty city of to-day; enter any one of 
the old and shabby tenement houses and 
thread your way into one of the dim, half- 
lighted basements that has been converted for 
the time being into a steaming laundry; pause 
by the side of the reeking tub and ask the 
tired, over-beated woman what makes the 
careworn wrinkies around her mouth—the 
stern, set frown upon ber brow. She will pause 
long enoucb, perhaps, to tell you, with a still 
darker frown and a look of untold suffering, 
that she has a thriftless husband to support. 
This is one of the mild forms of persecution 
we meet with every day of our lives. 

We are told Socrates took no money for his 
teaching, followed no trade, except for a 
while; then whence came the wherewithal 
to furnish his own and his family needs’ It 
must of necessity have come from the fruits of 
Xantippe’s labor. 

This is one of the places where history 
wisely is silent, for it weuldn’t sound well to 
say thatthe wife of Socrates kept a mangle or 
tookin washing to support herself and the 


boys while he was standing On some corner 


‘communicating moral wisdom to his fellow- 
citizens.“ 

I may as well state just here what the an- 
cient biographers took special delight in em- 
phasizing, namely, that Xantippe had a tem- 
per. But so have we all. 

If, even now, after the lapse of over 2,000 
years, any woman can be found who 
blames Xantippe for having a temper, 
Ishbould like to see her. 1 should like to 
ask her whether sheever sent her husband 
out to saw wood on a baking day, and he sat 
down on the saw-buck and proceeded to 
‘‘communicate moral wisdom to some of his 
fellow-citizens’’ while the fire went out, and 
the bread rose and ran all over the oven. If 
she answers yes, then she ought to know how 
to sympath’ze with Xantippe. I would fur- 


ther ask her,if ber husband had come in 


empty, when the spirit moved him, and 
tried to ‘ curb the violence of 
temper’ wiih soft answers and serene smiles, 
whether she wouid not have felt justified in 
muking bis head a target for flat-irons, soup- 
jladles and rolling-pins. But if the said wo- 


man had not had the said experience, I would 
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furthermore question her whether she ever 
sent her husband to the store of a wash-day 
morning to buy her a package of starch, a bar 
of soap and a bottle of blueing, and, if so, 
whether he stopped on the corner for a few 
hours to *‘communicate moral wisdom to his 


fellow eitizens,“ ard if so, whether 
she did not feel justified in pouring a 
bucketful of water over -his head, 


on his return. I can vouchsafe that many of 
the matrons of to-day would feel it a duty, as 
well asadelight, toupset the whole tubfull 
over him. 

And yet, because Xantippe forsooth did 
pour.one little tin pailfullon the indifferent 
head of her indolent husband, she must be 
handed down to posterity asa sort of moral 
example, laveled vixen, termagant and sun- 
dry other equally unpoetical and undeserved 
epithets. The public knows this, the people 
understand it, and yet. who is here so brave as 
would be the vindicator of this much mis- 
represented woman? Noone. I say, no one 
dares do it, and the echoes answer no one.”

| life of Socrates, search out the hidden mean- 
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irg of every line, and then tell me truly What 


it says. 


“Socrates was the wisest philosopher the 
world has ever yet produced.“ Yes, yes; but 
tell me, does it anywhere state that he wasa 
prudent, thoughtful and loving husvand? 
Ah, now you look doubtful, now you shake 
your head dubiously. 

„History does not so state it.“ Certainly 
not, but it gives us every reason to believe 
the reverse. It has been clearly shown that he 
brought in no money. Did the family live on 
charity (wbose coldness is proverbial), or did 
the mother support them?

cation of hislove of experiment; he wanted 
to see whether he could live with a woman 
who was provoked to the uttermost by his in- 
difference, abstraction and want of fore- 
thought, and still keep his temper serene. 

Why didn’t he marryaphilosopher? It 
was too dear an experience for Xan- 
tippe. Yet, although a vixen, she loved Soc- 
rates, and loved him to the last too; yet see 
how he rewarded her affection. When, after 
his long imprisonment, the day came on 
which he was to die, she took the boys and 
torrowfully went to bid a last farewell to her 
liege lord. Didherush forward with out- 
stretched arms to meet the one who had been 
his companion on the long journey of life? 
Did be? No indeed. But turning to 4 
friend standing near, he coolly said, 

„Let somebody lead her heme.”

The End of a Number of Noted Negro 
Minstrels—Their Improvidence, | 
From the Hartford Courant. 


Wm. H. Delehanty, of Delehanty & Heng. 
ler, song and dance, clog artists and come. 
dians, died in New York City on Friday, May 
14. They were among the first to introduc, 
the more artistic style of dancing in minstrei 
companies, and Mr. Delehanty was the a ithor 
of many original pieces, as “Big Sunflower,» 
„Love Among the Roses,” “Shoo Fly,” ete, 
They commanded high salaries during the 
past twelve years. often $300 per week, and 
seldom less than $250, with board and travel 
ing expenses. Notwithstanding this, the 
expenses of his sickness and burial were 
borne by subscriptions from members of the 
profession. 

This brings to recollection the career ot 
many of the eminent members of the mip. 
strel profession who have flourished sings 
the organization of minstrel companies in 


1840. 

Edwin P. Christy, founder of the original 
Christy Minstrels, which was organized in 
Buffalo, N. V., in 1841, and played at Me. 
chanics’ Hall, 472 Broadway, New York City, 
for several years, to hauses crowded to the 
doors“ nightly, amassed a fortune reported 
over $100,000, committed suicide by jum ing 
from a window. efter having lost neariy all. 

George N. Christy (Harringten),the come. 
dian and female impersonator of Christy’s 
minstrels, original Lucinda of the Soiree,” 
Lucy Long,.“ and other characters, re. 
ceived a large salary. and was the manager ot 
several 88 bearing his name; died poor 
in New York. 

Dan Bryant (O’Brien), the most famous of 
the brothers, of Bryant’s minstrels (Jerry, 
Dan and Neil), commenced in New York 
about 1850, and played to large audienc& for 
over twenty consecutive years, reaching an 
average of over $125,000 annually; died “with. 
out a dollar, and subscriptions were taken 
up and benefits“ given by the profession 
for the support of his family. 

W. W. Newcomb (Combs), the origina) 
and the best Essence of Ole Virginny’’ that 
bes vet appeared on the stage; autbor of the 
“Burlesque Lecture on omen’s Rights” 
and many other sketches—of the very sue. 
cesssul firm of Rumsey & Newcomb—who 
visited England and Germany with their 
troupe; amassed a fortune of over 975,000; 
had a residence at Saratoga, with fine livery 
and servants; lost all, and in his last days 
earned a living by playing engagements with 
other minstrel companies, and at variety 
theaters; died in New York, the expenses of 
bis sickness and burial being principal] 
borne by his former faithful agent, Mr. N, 
D. Roberts. 

II. S. Rumsey, the famous comedian and 
banjoist, who tirst adapted **Trinity Chimes” 
and the Merry Bells of England” to the 
bar jo, the partner of W. W. Newcomb, in the 
Rumsey & Newcomb minstrels, was stricken 
with paralysis; was supported by his rela- 
tives at Newburg, N. V., and from benefits“ 
given by minstrel companies when visiting 
that city. He died there about ten years 


ago. 

Sam Sharpley (Samuel M. Sharpe), born in 
Philadelphia, 1842—the most original talk- 
ing end man“ of his day; 'the men you will 
never forget,“ proprietor of Sam Sharpley’s 
minstrels, the famous ‘“iron-clads’’ and 
heroes of a hemisphere,’’ organized in 1862, 
and the most successful troupe of that period, 
amassed a fortune of over $40,000 and owned 
a brown stone front“ residence in New York 
City; lostitall by investingin oil stocks,a 
„petroleum stove“ patent and other adven- 
tures. Died in Providence, R. I., January, 
1875. 

G. Swaine Bucklev, the most versatile of all 
the prominent minstrel comedians of the fa- 
meus Buckley’s Serenaders (Bishop, Fred 
and Swaine), originators of the ‘**Buriesque 
Opera,’’ pivyed for seasons in New York, 
Boston and all the principal cities with suc- 
cess, and amassed quite a fortune, but lost 
thatand also his wife’s; went into bank- 
ruptey; tried again and failed. Died at 
Quincy, Mass., July, 1879. 

Eph Horn, weil known as the principal 
comedian of the original Christy’s, New- 
comb’s and other famous troupes, always com- 
manding a large salary, died in New York; 
wus supported in his last day and buried at 
the expense of Tony Pastor and other mem- 
bers of the profession. 

Billy Manning, the most celebrated deline- 
ator of eccentric characters, of Emerson and 
Mxnning’s minstrels, died in Chicago in 1876, 
having been supportnd by the charity of pro- 
fessional friends for a long time. 

Billy Morris, the comedian and vocalist of 
Morris Brothers’ minstrels, the original 
**mocking-biru” imitator, spent all the money 
he made as he went along; became an inmate 
of a lunatic asylum: was cared for by his 
brothers and died in Boston. 

This list might be prolonged by adding a 
record of M. Campbell, Luke West, Matt 


Peel, Tom B. Prendergast, S. A. Wells, Tom 


Vaughn, Walter Birch, Low Gaylord, and 
many otbers of more or less note; but as far 
as our observation goes all have closed their 
career in poverty.
